The meeting was celled to order with Meayor Glass p esiding.
Roll Call:

Councilman Johnson moved that since coples of the minutes of the lagt meet-
ing of the City Council have been furnished Council members by the City Clerk,
the reading of the minutes be dispensed with and thet the minutes be adopted as
read in the Clerk's report. Upon being duly seconded by Councilman Drake, the
motion was unanimously adopted by the Council snd the minutes so approved.

The City Manager reported that before the smendment to the Pension and
Retirement Ordinance was brought up for second reading, that he would like to
have the Pension Committee go over it in a body end submit & recommendation.
The Council granted this request, and no action was taken on the amendment at
this meeting.

The City Attorney discussed an ordinence he had prepared amending an or-
dinance regulating keeping horses snd cows, etc., in the City limits. He said
there were some regulations in the Zorning Ordinance which he felt were health
and ganitation problems and were being hendled by that Department through their
insvection work; end this proposed ordinsnce would give the Health Department
specific directions in this particular. This ordinsnce aleo includes regula-
tiong about keeping small animals snd chickens, etc. The Council asked the City
Attorpey to supply esch member with & copy of this ordinence before the next
meeting, and before the ordinance was introduced.

Councilmen MacCorkle made inguiry sbout obteining a list of individuals
to whom city cers had Yeen assigned. The City Mansger reported that this list
waes t0 hove been available at this meeting: but that it would be gent out dur-
ing the next few days.

_ The application of MRS. MAY LaPRELLE PRICE for change of zoning of the
property located at the 2300 block of College Avenue from "B" Residence to "CF
Commercial wes sgalin brought up for continued hearing. MR. HERMAN JONES,
representing the applicant gtated that since the iearing last week, he had con~
tacted the proposed purchasers, snd they indicated they would have adequate
space for development of the property if the zoning were extended as far west
as the extension of the eagt boundary line of Lindell Avenue, that being 270
feet deep from Lollege, leaving 325 feet west of that line; end that he would
like t6 have that 270 feet considered for "CW Commerclal, and the remaining 325
feet changed back to "A" Residence. Opposition was again expressed by MRS.
JENNER, MRS. LAUDERDALE, 2208 Byclid: MR. C. C. LINSCOMB; MRS. PAUL BOWMAN,
MRS. WELDON COVINGTON; MR, PAGE, 2205 Euclid; MRS. WILLIAM J. PARK, 2207 Buelld;
J. B. WILLIAMS, CLYDE HILL, MRS. DURDEN, 2205 Forrest Lane; MR. HAMMER, 2209
Lindell, snd others. MR, HERMAN JONES withdrew the application entirely and
gtated his intent to submit two applicstions for change of zoning as indicated
above.

The application of LOUIS D, KUBECKA for change of zoning of his property
located at 2324-2332 East Avenue from YB" Residence to "C! Commercial was broughd
up for continued hearing. The only part urder consideration at this meeting,
however, was the Bast half of Block U7 end the balance of Block 46, MR, KUBECKA |
showed plans which he proposed to use for this property; one being a tourist
court on the front part of the property, and a lerge spartment unit on the rear
part, which wag slready zoned "BY; or to use the entire tract for an 100 apart-
ment unit with on-the-street parking., He stated there would be more congestion
in the street, than if this were used for a Commerciel place with parking on
the rear part of the prorerty. MR. TRENCKMAN, rerresenting the opposition, state
the opposition would rather the property remain "B" Residence". There wae a
digcussion on using the rear part of the property for perking; but the City
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Attorney sgaln stated that it could not be used as an asseggory purpose without
being changed to Commercial slong with the rest of the property: and if he did
use 1t as an assessory to the commercial use, the City wuld have to file chearges.
MR. TRENCEMAN asked that if the rear half of the property were not changed,

that Mr. Kubecka please not agk for a change of zoning at a later date, as these
people in the neighborhood were entitled to some security as to their property
and they had been up before the Zoning Board and Council s0 much, that they
would 1like to. know thet this would be the end. Councilmen Hong moved that

the East one-half of Block 47 and the balence of Bloek 46 be changed from "Bt
Residence to 'O Commercial, end that the City Attorney be instructed to draw
up the necessary ordinance. The motion, seconded by Councilman Johnson, carried
by the following vote! -

_ The City Maneger presented & matiter regarding the Airport situation, stat-
ing he would like to haw the euthority to buy a certain strip north of the Air-
port, about 500 feet deep from the north limit of the Airport to Hlet Street.

He stated a subdivider was enxious to start developing his property; and with
the helght restriction, development should not te sterted. He stated it had been
recommended that the City acquire a1 the property on to 5lst Street; but at
this time, he wanted authority to purchase this particular tract from CAPTAIN E.J|
WILCOX who is being ordered to Korea, and wented something definite done about
his subdivision. Councilman Dreke moved that the City Mansger be instructed to
gotiate for ti g property. The motion, seconded dy Councilman MacCorkle, car-
ried by the following vote:

The City Menager submitted the fact that the City should acquire some ad-
ditional land near the Hospital for the fuiure expansion of the Hospital and for
present parking space; that this would come out of Hospital Bond money. When
the Interregional Highway is completed, there will be no parking facilities,
snd more land will have to be acquired, and the only way the City can go is to
go west in order to provide parking and take care of expansion of the hospital.
Land prices were going up all the time, and he recommended the purchase of this
property now. Councilman MacCorkle moved that the City Manager be instructed
to proceed and see whaet this land can be obtained for and start negotiations,
The motion, seconded by Councilmen Drake, cerried by the following votes

The City Manager ststed that Mr. George Sandlin, Chairman of the Planning
Commission, wanted & meeting with the Planning Commission and the Council to dis-
cuss the Annexation Bill which is now before the Legislature, and to perhaps
pess o resolution to submit to the Legislature urging thst this bill NOT ‘pass.
The Council set 4:00 P.M., Friday, March 16, 1951, for this hesring.

With regard to U5th Street, Mayor Glags asked that Mr. Togle
Baylor snd the Gulf 0il Company on L5th and Duval be contacted, as he believed
they would consent to straightening the jog in U5th Street without any cost to
the City. The City Menager asked that the Council authorize teking up this ad-
ditional one-half of one percent, to which the Council egreed unanimously.
